Jy greeting yonr assemblage At the Sear of Government, on the present océasion, 
tis cause of gratulation, that the prosperity, and happiness of cur beloved couatry 
rave been continued. Since the last adjiurnment of the Legislatare, the unfotern- 
tedifficulties, which, at that time, seemed te'threaten a dist bance of the friendship ° 
and harmony, which had begun sb early, under circumstances of such peculiar aad: 
abiding interest, and had cc ninued so long, betwen the people of the United States 
adFrance, have been happily adjusted, ou erms unmingled with regret to the most 
chivalrous patriot, aud highly honorable /tc our own Government. T'he termimation 
of this difference has left our ceantry at pace with all the world, with untarnished na- 
tional honor, to advance, with the continued favor of that beneficent Providence, which 
presided over the struggles of our national iniancy, with a firm and -steady pace, to 
that degree of prosperiiy aid greatness, t which, with our abundant: resources, the 
people of a free government may confidently aspire. _ 7 o’ 
Our own State hzs, thus lar, fully pantic pated in the general prosperity of onm 
cuntry, The grain crop ef the present year has yielded the most abundant means of 
wbsistence, Notwithstanding our cotto crgo has suffered materiallyiin some dis- 
incts, from various Causes, it is believed, on the whole, it will be equal to'that of the

During the recess of the Legislature, events of the deepest interest, and impor- 
tance, have arisen out cf our Indian relations. Tt will be recoltected that in my first 
message communicated on the 27th of November last, I called the attention of the `` 
General Assembly to this subject. I then referred, especially, to the situation, and, 
atthat time, recent condact of the Creek) Indians, remaming within our States alle. 
ded to the fact, that many of them had taken reservations, which they had sub- 
sequently sold, and having squandered the amount of consideration received, had be- 
came destitute of all means ot subsistence, except by labor (which Indians never wili- 
ingly perform) or by maraudigg oncar citizens, and that many of them had thence 
decome paupers and vagrants, degraded/by Vice and intemperance, and had commit- 
ted numerous depredations cn the property, and acts of violence on the persens, of 
the white inhabitants, which had sometimes terminated in death. F farther remark- 
ed, “The present state of things—and.it) threatens to become werse—cannot tong be 
tolerated, or borne.” 
\ Lalso invited attention tothe fact, that many of the tribe, after selling their re- 
stvations, had removed and settled within the limits of the Cherokees; intimated 
my opinion against their right, under the treaty, to pursue that courses or to remain 
amongst us to the annuyauce of our citisens. amb a charge upon our countty; and 
urged the expediency of providing a mpre summary mode cf triak and punishment, 
r outrages of the description alluded td, which, it was apprehended, would become 
more and more frequent. ‘There, was | however,no additional legislation, in refer- 
tace to. any of these views ; either morejeffectually to restrain outrages by this cliss 
st people ; far the protection of our fellow citizens by military force, if found indis- 
pensable > or to accelerate their removal from amongst ws. Several propositions, 
intended to impose salutary restraints, and guard the white population from cut- 
lage, were before the Legislature: and, amongst others, a bill which contemplated 
lavesting the Executive with power “to call out a mounted volunteer company,” 
wn. the contingency such services were found necessary for the public safety. None 
of those measures, however, were, at that time, deemed necessary, or met the appro- 
bation of the Legislature, which adjourned ithout making any appropriation, or any 
“er provision, for such exigencies, ag were by many, deemec highly probable, 
tery little, time elapsed, after the adjournment of the Genera. Assembly, be- 
re it became apparent, that those apprehensions of aggression were not entirely 
goundlese, Early in the month of ing of Ch 1 received jnteligence through-a com- 


Cte appointed by a public meeting jof Cherokee county, that a large number ui 
teeks (estimated at about 2,500) without any apparent means of subsistence, had i¢- 
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tently before moved inta, and taken up their abede ih that pertion ef the- Cheroki 
country, lying in thi, Stare ; and that fears were entertained that, becoming deg- 
peratz from starvation, they would resort to piunder and rapine, which might eyen 
tate in open hestilities, I lost no time in communicating this intelligence to the se 
eretary of Wars resrectfeliy snegesting that, as this portion of the Creeks had so 
their, reservations, and removed from the only territory, which had been claimed by 
their tribe, within our limits, they had no lonver any claim to a residence in,any. part 
this State; and that nothing short of their entire removal, beyond the Mississippi, 
tvould secure to gur citizens the peaceful enjovment of their homes. At the same 
time, I proposed, if thought advisable by the Secretary, and be would authorise, or. 
request me to do so, to order ont a sufficient force, and deliver those intruding Creeks 
tgany authorised agent of the Department, at any designated point on the Tennessee 
viver, within the limits of this State, at such tine as he might appoint. This pro 
position was declined for reasons, which may be seen at large, in the reply of the 
Secretary, a copy of which as well as a copy of my own letter upon the subject, will 
accompany this communication. i 

About the 26th of February tast, I received a communication from the Secretary of 
War, dated the 2ist of January, announcing that, in consequence of recent intelligence 
which had been received at Washington, respecting affairs in Florida, Major Gep- 
eral Scott had been ordered “to proceed to that Territory, and assume the direc 
tion of the operations against the Seminole Indians, and also against the Creek Iudi- 
ans, Xc. ;’ and, purseant to the instructions of the President, requesting me “to 
«all into the service of the United States, and to place under the command of Major 
General Scott, such portion ofthe militia of Alabama, as he might require, to be em 
ployed in snppressing the hostilities of the above named Indians.” About the same 
time, I received a letter from that officer, dated January Sist, transmitting a dupli 
nate of the Communication from the Secretary of War, and, in pursuance of is am 
thority, calling on me to “place under his command one Regiment of Infantry, or 
Infantry and Riflemen, to serve on font for three months, (untess sooner discharged)

against the Seminole Indians in Florida.” | 

I issued orders, on the day after this requisition was received, to the commanding 
Generals of the 2d and 6th Divisions, requiring each to raise by voluntary enrol 
ment, or draft, one Battalion of Infantry, and cause them ‘o rendezvous at Mobile” 
(as desired by General Scott,) om the 25th of February. It was deemed advisable 
to raise this Regiment from those two Divisions—one bordering on the BlackjWar- . 
tior, and the other on the Alabama river—to ensure their easy and speedy transpor- 
tation to the theatre of hostilities. The 4th Division included the place of yew 
dezrows, and woald have been|called on for a portion of the troops, but for ‘the consid- 
eration, that jÈ was Rot then known that our difficulues with France would terminate 
peacesully; or how soon it might become necessary to call out the militia, in the vici 
HY, en Hasse, to repel invasion, and procect our commercial emporium. 

The generous promptitude with which the citizens of the 2d and 6th Divisions. 
responded to the call, thus made, and hastened to the defence of their suffering. 
hrethren in Florida, was alike honorable to themselves and their State; and was fall} 
tqualied by the patient firmness, with which they bore all the fatigues, and the daune 
fess courage -witb which they met ‘all the dangers, of the subsequent campaign. k 
Was no soonér announced that oops were desired for this service, than hundreds be- 
vond the number required came forward, and magnanimously tendered themselves.’ 
‘The 6th Division responded with laudable promptitude to the requisition, ¿heke made, 
for a Battalion—having tendered a. considerable number of volunteers, above that 
required. But the 2d Division went beyond all ordinary display of patriotic devo 
tion. Although more than an hundsed miles in extent, within less than ten daysal- 
ter the executive orders were| promulgated, more than double the requisite number 
of companies were formed, and presented themselves for their country’s service, a, 
this place. Instead of a Battalion, more than a Regiment, at once laid aside ther; 
ordipary avocations, and were ready to exchange the enjoyments of the secure 
peaceful family fire-side, for all the dangers and privations of the tented field. , 

The six Companies, which could not be received, because they exceeded the re- 
quisiton made by Gen. i Scott, | incurred considerable expense in travelling to, af 
irom this place, and whilst here, and also incurred liabilities to individuals for subsis- 
tence ¿nd forage, which have not been discharged, for want of any appropriation to 
‘ect such demands, Appreciating, as I did, the patriotic spirit which brought. | 

~ forth, and the liberality of the citizens, who, supplied their wants, J presente’ 
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the subject of these claims. to the War | 
date on the rd of March last, and “urged that every thing should be done, which 
cold be, justifiably, to encourage, rather than repress, or cool, such generous. ar- 
dour, and laudable patriotism. I was answered by the Secretary of War, under date 


March 23rd, that the accounts of the Militia, not reeeived into service, “‘must await . 


the result of the deliberation of Congress, to) which body the subject had been sub» 
mitted.” Since then, I have received no i 
the Department. it is believed, however, that no appropriation, to satisfy such 
claims, was made at the late Session of Congress; and, it is respectfully submitted to 
the wisdom cf your honorabte body, whether liberal policy does not demand of the 
State the payment of claims of this character—after which an appeal might be made 
to the justice of the General Government, . 

{nthe communication of Major General Scctt, to which I have before referred, 
he requested me to confer with Col. Lindsay, (to whom he assured me such instric- 
tions would be given, as were deemed ite ssary) in reference to the Creek Indi- 


ans, on the borders of Georgia; and, ‘sif after conferring with him, a force should be 
deemed necessary, to observe and hold in check the Creeks,” he requested me to 
“fyrnish_ that force, and place it in the position that might be determined upon by 
that conference.” He further remarked: ‘*The force shail be mustered and takett 
iato the service of the United States.” Under this authority, oa the 18th of Februa- 
ry last, Col. Lindsay called ov me for a) Regiment, for the contemplated object, ve- 
assuring me that it should *'be mustered into the service of the United States, arm= 
ed and equipped by an Officer of the United States Army, appointed for that duty.” 
In compliance with this request, and fully ame dar in the utility of such a force, 


orders were issued and despatched, on the same day, to the commanding Generals 
of the Ist, 3rd and 7th Divistons calling on them for their designated proportions of 
the Regiment, to rendezvous at Vernon, Autauga County, on the 10th of March fol- 
lewing, Although the name of Capt. E. Harding, commanding at Mount Vernon Ar- 
snal, in this State, was not mentioned in the written requisition of Col. Lindsay, 
who was then in this place, he wasthe only officer spoken of by him, as likely to be 
ordered to perform the duty ef mustering the Regiment into the service of the Uni- 
ted States,” and arming and equipping the troops composing it for the field. I had 
also been before informed by Capt. Harding, under date February 8th, 1836, that 
he had been ‘‘directed by the Government of the United States to issue, on the re- 
quisitions of the Generals, or field officers commanding any portion of the forces oper- 
ating against the hostile Indians, such arms and munitions cf, War, as might be re- 
quired for this service.” Col, Lindsay who was abovt to pass down the river, 
near Mount Vernon, was of course, relied on to order Capt. Harding to perform 
the duty alluded to; but, to guard against the possibility of a disappointment, and 
vith the letter of Captain Harding before me, assuring me of his readiness to fur- 
nish “arms and munitions of War,” in bedince to the direction of the Governmènt 
of the United States, I addressed him by mail, on the 20th of February, apprizing 
him of the order for the Regiment, of the time and place of rendezvous, and request:, 
ting him ‘sto have forwarded immediately, to that place, arms, accoutrements, and 
every thing which might be necessary for their complete equipment.”

rely on me for authority. By! another letter, dated on the 12th of March, Cam, | 
Harding acknowledged the receipt of mine, of the 20th February, and said ‘on the 
léth, (March) you may depend on my being at Vernon to muster the men into ser. 
_ Vice.” However, notwithstanding his strong assurance, Capt. Harding did not ar. 

ive at Vernon on the 14th,—the day on which the regiment was discharged—nor.for 
several days afterwards. ` 

On the 19th of March, I transmitted to the Secretary of War copies of the com. 
munications of Gen. Scott and Col Lindsay, and of my correspondence with Capt. | 
Harding, in relation to this Regiment, with such explanations as were deemed 
necessary; and, amongst other things, remarked, that ‘regarding the effects likely to 
be produced upon the public service, and justice to the State of Alabama, andthe : 
brave and patriotic men, who volunteered their services, I think, with due deference, 
the conduct of Col. Lindsay and Capt. Harding, both, demands an investigation.” {n 
reply to this communication, under date 15th of April 1836, the Secretary of War 
informed me ‘instructions had been given to Major Gen. Scott, to institute a court to | 
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pone meetings, some from official, and others from private individuals—which in- 
ormed melof various hostile indications of the Creek Indians, and confirmed me in the 
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As already shown, the Regiment had} been disbanded at Vernon, or I should have . 
felt constramed to have discharged them, in conformity to the desire of the President, 
thus communicated, as nb new circumstance had arisen, furnishing.strong inducements 
‘tokeep them in service, than inet or the axwting war with the Seminoles, and those 
implied by the requisition, which had ee made by an officer of the United States 
Army, who had just passed through the cdsntry. 

Having communicated gg the Secretary of War all the information deemed ma 
terial, in my letter of the 22nd March, and being in confident expectation of an an- 
awer to that communication in the ordinary time, I did not again write to him, on 
the subject, till the sth of April. | having received several additional tom 
munications, by the last preceding mail, | from individuals of known respectability, 
disclosing continued apprehensions of danger, on tat day, I again addressed the 
Seerctary, enclosing copies of those communications referring to the views expressed 
in mine of the 22nd March, which £ assured him remained unchanged, and insisted 
that all the evidence, taken tegether, would abundantly prove that, if actual hos- 
lidities were not already commenced, there was evidenty impending danger of them. | 

This læt commonicaticn to the Secretary had scarcely Uren menun when 1 Te- 
ceived by express the proceedings ofla meeting of citizens of Russeil and Zarbcur 
Counties, reiterating’ such apprehensipns, as had before been communicated from 
other portions ‘of the population, amongst whom the Indims remained, and requeste 
ing meto cail into service, for their protdction, 2 large militery force. 

It is true, intelligence, from the quat ten alluded to, had nut always been of the same, 
character, but often contradictory; and having no well founded expectation, from 
my correspondence, thus far, with the [Secretary cf War, that the General Gov- 
ernment would assume the burthen of the expenditures, inseperable from such opera- 
tions; unprovided with ‘funds of the State; and, indeed,. admonished to circumspec- 
tion, by the refusal of the Legislature (to which I have before adverted) either to 
authorise me to accept a company of mounted Voiunteers, or to make any appropria- 
tion to meet the expenses, unavoidably incident toa War of any kind, 1 did not then ` 
feel authorised to call troops into service, . 7 

Determined, however, to exert every power, to which I felt competent, under our ~ 
cchatiiution and laws, I considered it proper to make preparatory arrangements for 
the most prompt and efficient defence, in the event hostilities should be commenced, 
or that indications of hostility should bé more unequivocally evinced. I was sat- 
isfied there would be a great deficiency of Arms, and munitions of War, both in 
__ the region ofapprenended hostilities; and the vicinity, and, having on a former occa- 

_siontesied the uncertainty of a reliance on any other medium of ‘Communication, I 

despatched Col. Aaron Shanhon, asa special agent, at the earliest practicable mo- * 
ment, to the United States arsenal jat Mount Vernon, with a requisition on Capt. 

©. Herding, commanding at that past, for the transportation to Montgomery, ‘swith 

the least possible delay,” of “two theusand muskets, with such supply of buck-shot 
and ball cartridges, as would probably be required for that number of arms, during 
an ordinary tour of militia service.” Tin my instructions to Col. Shannon, I remark- 
td—“It is tobe presumed that Capt, Harding will immediately proceed to comply 
with the terms of my requisition, by transporting and delivering the arms &c. at the 
point designated with all practicable despatch. Im the possible event, however, 
that he may refuse, or decline to do/so,/you are authorised and instructed to demand 
of him the arms and ammunition, emuraced in my requisition, and to take every. 
step yon may deem necessary for their,speedy transportation, and delivery at Mont- 
gomery, under your own direction to Major General Shearer, or such officer- as he 
may designate to receive them.” I alsq authorised Col. Shannon to ‘contract for the 

transportation, and all necessary ingidental expenses, on the credit of the State. &c.” 

By way of further preparation, I addressed Major Gen’l, Shearer, commanding the 
6th Division of Militia, under date the |18th of April, stating, briefly, that I had re- 
ceived hy express such intelligence from the counties of Russell and Barbour, as- 
well as from cther sources, as left little! doubt that the Creek Indians in that part of 
the State meditated hostilities against the white inhabitants; that the evidence of 
such a spirit had been so strong’as to induce me to make the requisition, just-spoken 
of, for two thousand muskets, and ammunition for an ordinary tour of duty, for the 
receipt and safe keeping of which] required him to cause to be made the necessary 
arrangements; ihat, “although I did nat feel authorised, by the facts presented, to 
order into immediate service any partion of the Militia, such were the groundsta ap- 
prehend danger to our fellaw-citizens, residing in the part of tie bitate which had

been mentioned th-t I felt it to be my imperative duty, to make the comemplates 
preparation for their defence.” : 

Anxious to omit no preparatory measure, which might conduce to the most premp 
relief and security of that portion of our population, sxpposedte be in danger, I de. | 
termined to have ar efficient force in readiness to act on the first signal of alarm, an 
to confide to General Shearer such discretionary pewers, as mightia any emergency, 
ebviate any supposed necessity of awaiting my orders, er avtherty. Under this de- 
termination, in the same communication, F gave him the following instructions: 

“Takiug into view the distance of the Seat of Government, fronr the theatre of 
probable hostilities, and your command berdering upon the country at present octy- 
pied by the-hostile Indians, I think it proper to say, in the event of your receiving 
satisfactory information, that they have commenced actual hostilities against the 
white settlers, you will beexpected to afford the most specdy retief and protection ix 
your fower, tis not my intention to impose upon your Division the burthen of car- 
Tying on the anticipated war with the Creek Indians—they have already furnished 2 

~——battalion for the Florida campaign—but as the town of Montgomery is the most con- 
venient place of deposit for the arms and ammunition, and the most prompt assistante 
might be expected from vour command, owing ta its proximity tothe enemy, F desire 
you to hold such volunteer companies as are already formed, or, as may be formed, 
with a view to the coontemplated service, not. exceeding one Regiment, ix readines: 
so march at a moment’s warning. Such a force would be an efficient van guard—they 
would hold the enemy in check, and afford temporary protection to our citizens— 
aod $ would soon bring to their aid a sufficient force to overwhelay our savage foes, 
and reduce them to unconditional submission.” 

On the 22nd of April having received satisfactory information that Major Gencrat 
Shearer was absent from his division, ard that it was considered doubtful when he 
would return, $ immediately enclosed a copy of my order to him, and forwarded 
it by express to the officer next in command, and charged him with its execution, 

For the purpose of keeping the Government of the United States felly informed 
of the state of things in the Creek Country, and to secure the earliest possible‘as- 
stance from that quarter, [ addressed the Secretary of War again, under date the 
38th of April, enciosing a cupy of the proceedings of the Russet and Barbour meet- 
ing which, as mentioned, F had received by express on the 15:h—referrec to my for- 
mer letters on thesame subject—insisted that my apprehensions, of evidently impent- 

ing danger of hostilities, were! new fally sustained by facts; and appealing to the 
Executive of the United States, to exercise the power to cail forth a portion ef Mi- 
litia, as I had before requcsied- - 

On the 25th of April, I addressed Major General Irwin, commanding the 5th 
Division, adverting to the apprehensions of meditated hostilities, entertained by the 

inhabitants of Macon, Russell and Barbour; the measures I had taken for the trans- 
portation of arms and ammunition to Montgomery as before stated, that [ hud re- 
ceived intelligence, by express, from Irwinton, that fears were entertained of the 
hostHe intention of the Indians in the vicinity, and having also been informed of the 
great deficiency of arms in that quarter, acthorised him, if in his opinion necessary, 
to call for and receive from the officer, or other person, having them in charge at 
Montgomery, any number, rot exceeding two hundred muskets, and a corresponding 
“quantity of the ammunition. This!commnicaticn also embraced an order to Majer 
Gen’), irwis in the foHowing terms: 

“The part of the State supposed to be in danger is remote from this place, and 

your division borders upon, and|in fact, embraccs part of it; consequently, it would - 

~—be in your power to afford relief and protection, mere speedity than the commanding ~ 
officer of any other. You are, therefore, required to assemble your command by ` 
Regiments (omitting the new Counties occupied by the Indians) and raise, and or- 
ganize; by voluntary earviment, or draft, if necessary, one battalion of Infantry, to 
consist of fye companies, each to contain sixty four privates, one Captain, one Lieu- 
tenant, and one Ensign, four Sergeants, four Corporals, one drummer and one fifer,

^ Witir two thousand muskets at Montgomery, and a large quantity of ammunitic~ > 
ander the gantro? of s Major General, commanding one division, wha waginstrus 
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to hold such velunteer companies as w ea: or akmight, be formed with’a view 
yo the contemplated service, not exceeding one Regiment, in readiness to march.at a 
moment’s warning; and another ordered ‘to raise a battalion of five companies, to be 

epared to take the field at the shortest notice; and both being in the vicinity of the 
Indian territory, and invested with discretionary powers, that kuperseded the necessity 
of awaiting orders from the Executive, I had a right to ind alge the confident expec- 
tation that all practicable relief would be afforded at the first onset of danger. 

But, at the date of my orders to the Major General of the 6th Division, and even 
within four or five days of the actual Pn encement of hastilities, he apprehended 


no immediate danger: indeed, up to the moment of the first blow, so contradictory . 
‘were rumors, representations and opinions, it was difficult te come to any satisfactory 
conclusion, Major General Shearer having returned horme,in the mean time, ou the 
9a May responded to my orders ef the 18th April—only nine days before the first in- 
telligence of Indian murders reached me, at this place by mail. In his answer, after 
assuring me of the promptness and efficiency with which. he would afford relief to our 
fellow citizens, if hostilities should be commenced, he remarked, ‘but from the best 
information £ have been able to obtain, I Arve, at firesent, (2d of May _) no reason 

tounticifate such dn event. Gen. Shearer further remarked: 

“I have conversed with a gentleman, who has spent a good deal of time in the 
Creek country, since January, and ts recctutly from there, who gives it as his opinion, 
that there is nothing to be apprehended from the Indians, unless the daily intrusions 
committed on them by the whites, shall drive them to desperation. I also find this) 
view of the subject taken by the editor of a Montgomery paper, and also by that of 
the Georgia Journal.” Asa conclusive: proof that Gen. Shearer believed that he had ~ 
“no reason to anticipate such an event,’ so far as I am informed, he took no step, 
whatever, (as under different impressions he certainly would have done,) ‘to hold in 
readiness to march at a moments warning , **such volunteer companies as were already ` 
formed, or as might be formed, with a view to the contemplated service.” i 

Major General Irwin, in his letter of the 4th of May, acknowledging the receipt 
of my orders to him of the 25th of April, remarked—‘*I have no later information 
than you have received from Mr. Morgan, (the gentiemen who had brought mea 
communication from the citizens of [rwinton, before the issuance of my orders, ) 
except that a good many persons from this section of the State deem it prudent not 
to travel through the Indian country, from this to Columbus, Georgia, &c.” In the 

` same letter Gen. Irwin added, “I will report to you all the information that I can 
rely upon.” But his letter contained alo intimation that troops ought then to be 
marched into the nation; nor did I receive any further ** report” from him, till some 
days after my arrival at nally Begin ndeed, information wore the same doubtful 


aspect till the war had actually begun; and even as late as the 16th of May, (five days 
after I had received intelligence of the first murders) the way-bill brought on by the 
stage, which left Montgomery on the night of the 13th, or morning of the 14th, had 
a memorandum stating, in substance, that no danger was to be apprehended from 
travelling through the nation. p 

„The information received by the Secretary of War, was, no doubt, equally contras 
dictory and unsatisfactory. I received no answer to my communication of the 22d of 
March, (which has been herein be fore referred to,) tiil about the 1st of May, when 
the reply of the Secretary, dated 15th of! April came to hand. This communication 
maintained substantially the same ground, taken in that of the 19th of March, as 
regarded the power of the President to call into service a Militia corps; and that “the 
facts disclosed in the communication | I Had transmitted did not seem to show such a ` 
design to disturb the public tranquility, on the part of the Creeks, as to require the 
Immediate orgamzation of a force to keep them in subjection.” 

The Secretary also stated in this letter that he had ‘written to Major General Scott, 
requesting him, should the danger become more obvious, to detach a portion of his 
dorce, as soon as the operations in si il would permit, upon this duty.” He 
further said—**In the mean time, however, should the conduct of the Creek Indians 
de such as to leave no doubt of their hostile intentions, Iam instructed by the President 
to inform you, that he will sanction the calling out of such a force, for the purpose of 
subduing them, as might be found necessary, previously to the adoption of any other 
Measure, on the part of the Government, or the interference of Gen. Scott. I have to 
Tequest, however, that no force should/be called out until the exigency provided for in 
the constitution arises, and the hostile esigns of the Indians become apparent.” The- 
clause of the constitution of the United States here referred to, is in language as 
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seseictine as ‘our own—cinfining the exercise of the power in questien te the ane 
“object. -> at a a per 
_ I may here add, the information before the War Department appears to ‘have con. 
tinued of the same character until the war commenced. For, after my arrival » 
Montgomery, I received from the Secretary a letter, dated 5th ef May, in reply to 
my two letters of the 15th and|18th of April, in which he briefly referred to Ais letter 
of the 15th of April, in reply to mine of the 22d March, just noticed, as havin 

communicated * the nreasures | which the President had deemed proper to authorise 
to pre: ent or suppress any hostile efforts of the Creek Indians in the State of Alabama” 
repeating the belief that those Indians did not meditate disturbances; and leaving me ty 
vact according to the vieivs presented in his previous communication. 

The first intelligence ihat reached me going beyond the mere expression of appre 
hensions of danger, was from Brigatier.Gencral Joha Brantley, commanding the 6i 
Division, in the absence of Major General Shearer, bearing date at Selma, May 10th 
1836, and received òn the I1th,jin wA‘ch he said, ‘* an express borne by the Rev. Mr. 
Dawson, of Columbus, Georgia, came to Gen. Shearer yesterday, calling loudiy for 
aid in suppressing the hostilities of the Creek Indians. Letters were likewise received, 
giving me conclusive evidence that the Mndians had actually commenced hosulities.og 
the white inhabitants.” But even this co. :munication contained no specification of any 
particular act of war. | i 

Having prevailed on the Postmaster at this place, to keep the mail open, for the 
purpose of enabling me to despatch ordery, I answered Gen. Brantley by the return 
mail, that should the information received be confitimed, or reniuin uncontradicted, 
“you will organize the tronps which may have been required to rendezvons at 
Montgomery, and subsist the m through the agency of Quarter Masters for the present, 
You wilt also cause them, when organized, ar-ned and equipped, to march with the 
utmost frumptiiude tu the theatre of hostilities, and defena.and give protection, m 
far as practicable, to our citizens.” 1 also informed him that, iq all probability, a 
battalion would be ready to march from the 5th Division, under my orders to Gen, 
Irwin, to whom I directed him, if he found Aa¢ additional force necessary, to give 
“the earliest notice practicable and furnish them with arms and ammunition from 
Montgomery.” J furtier directed him, on the receipt of my order, to “repair 
immediately to Montgomery, and endeavor to ascertain, with as much certainty as, 
possible, the number of Indians engaged, or likely to be engaged in hoatility against 
the whites, and communicate to me the result without delay.” 

On the same night I desparchéd an order to the commanding General of the 4h 
Division, communicating the substance of the information, I had just received frem 
Ger. Boantley, and requiring him to ‘accept of volunteers to the number of ten 
companies,” and if «uch number did not volunteer, to ‘supply the deficiency hy 
@rafting”’—those companies to be mounted, and held ‘in readiness to march at a mo 
mert’s warning.” ; 

No adñitional information on the subject reached me till the evening of the 16th of 
Mev, when I received such communication, forwarded by express, as confirmed the 
inteligence received on the 11th from Gen, Brantley. I immediately issued addition- 
al crders to the commanding General of the 4th Division, which E despatched by 
express, announcing to him that the apprehensions, on which I had fonnded my order 
of the Lith, had beer fully reatized—that the war had begun—and requiring him 
“vith the least frossible delay, to compicte the organization of the Regiment,” to

in person to Momgomery, with such staff pfficers as-he might think necessary, in

Rumors and 
reports were numerous and var icus; sometimes estimating the number of hostile war- 
riors at eight hundred or a thousand; Te again at from two to three thousand. I soon 
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became convinced however, that a large proportion of those called the 4slower`^ 
Creeks” were unfriendly, and many of them in arms; and as Indians rarely, or never, 
remain idle spectators of a war amongstithem, or in their vicinity, and are, moreover, 
accustomed to join the party they deem most powerful in the field, all my energies 
were directed to the most speedy concentration of sufficient numbers of troops at 
important points within the enemv’s Country, to overawe and hold him in check, and 
toprevent those who had not alreadyt akenu arms, from doing so. Deeming Irwinton 
one of the most important points, not cnly on account of the imminent danger to 
which its inhabitants, and those of the circumjacent country were exposed, but, also, on 
the ground that when the enemy became pressed, he would probably attempt to make 
his way to Florida, on this side of the |Chatahoochee, I despatched an order, on the 
2th of May, to Brigadier Gen. Moore, an officer of high character for energy ang 
promptitude, of the 4th Division, from which; as before shown, I had called a Regi- 
ment, to proceed to Irwinton, and take command of the treops that might be in that 
place or its vicinity. 2

That nortion of the troops, under the immediate command of Major General Pat- 
teson took up the line of march from Tuskegee, for the camps of the enemy on the 
12th of June, and were, ina few daysjoined by a large body of the friendly warriors, 
whose co-operation had been secured, as before stated. Nea Mathla, the prin- 
cipal Chief of the hostile party, having been previously captured by an advanced 
party of friendly Indians, on the! 22d of Jyne, the. most formidable part of his fol- 
lowers, yitlding to our superior force, without waiting to receive a blow, surrender. 
ed to Gen. Patteson, unconditionally, 

The southern extremity of the territory occupied by the enemy had ben offectually 
guarded, by the troops under the immediate command of Brigadier General Moore, 
They had scoured that part of the Nation lying in Barbour anid bordering on Pike, 
and had taken a number of prisoners. Trt is believed, not an Indian escaped to Flori- | 


da on this side of the Chatahoochee. Ina very few days, the remaining warriors, ,

General Patteson, under date of the 22d of 


June, announcing these important and gratifying results, so far as they were connec: `

There can be no question, that the conclusion of such an arrangement with the 
Government of the United States, for the sale of their country, and their emigratiog 
west of the Mississippi, has been long delayed, by a few interested and designing 
men, amongst the Cherokees; and-there is little doubt the same individuals will cop. 
tinue their exertions to create ‘and extend a spirit of discontent amongst the ignorant 
classes, Although some of the Cherokees are educated, and familiar with the arts of 
Civilization, it will be conceded by all, whoare really acquainted with the mass ‘oj 

~~ the tribe, that they are stiliin a rude, and unenlightencd condition. Their chief 
advacment has been in the vicious habita and principles of the worst class of white 
men, It is impossible to foresee the extre nes, to which untutored savages may be 
Carried, even by imaginary wrongs. Hence, it woild seem expedient, to adopt some 
contingent plan, for the protection of tne lives and property of the white inhabitants, 
residing among them, and on the borders of the territory, which they still ocoupy.— 
There can never be any dfficulty in obtaining men, in sufficient numbers to meet any 
emergency, that may arise. Al] that is necessary is to give authority to call out tronps 
without awaiting the contingencies contemplated by the constitution, and furnish the 
requisite fui.ds for their subsistence, 

I would, also, beg leave to renew my recommendation atthe fast session, that ‘a 
more summary mode of trial and punsshment” be provided for offenders of this des- 
cription. I kave no doubt the immediate trial and punishment of the first perpera. 
tors of crime, in the event of hostilities, would have a most salutary cffect on ethers,

Anticipating its speedy acquisition, many of them went intoit, 
settled upon and improved lands, not in the Immediate occupancy of the Indians, in 
advance of its purchase by the Government, They have suffered all the hardships, 
, and privatious, wh'ch are ever inseparable from the settlement and improvement of 
a new country. Taey have given enhanced value tothose Jan is, now the property of 
the United States, by opening roads, by clearing and cultivating farms, and by crea- 
ting an abundant supply of the means of subsisrence—o say nothing of numerous other 
improvements, which always acconpiny the march of civilization. “Phey have 
opened the way for those who have more money, but less enterprise. They have 
thus entitled themsels es to such privileges, as have been repeatedly accorded to other 
settlers; that is. to rights of pre emption to limited parcels of Land, to include the im- 
provements made by the libonr of their own hands. It has often been demonstrated 
within the last few years, that the Government loses nothing by granting this privis.

— “No Senator or Representative shall, during the term for which he shall lrave been 
elected, be appointed to any civil-office of profit under this State, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments of which shall- have been increased, during such 
term; except such offices as may be filled by elections by the people.” 
It is believed all these Senators served, as Commiissiohers; and, if they did, each 
of them-violated this provision of the constitution, by’accepting; as much as did my 
predecessor by conferring the appointment. f :

The Execntive is charged with the defence of the State ; unprovided, as he was, with money ta 
procure the necessary supties of subsistence and military stores, for the use of the troops, his reli 
anre mnst have heen unon the patriotism ofthe people, and their confidence. 

Th-} jastice of tbe Legislature, the patriotism of the people, were net apnealed tn in vain. All 
that they had or conld proeure, was yielded freely to the necessities ofthe State. ‘The committee 
have therefore determined to cause a bill to be reported, providing for the payment of all thene- 
eounts for provisions, forage, military stores, and for services rendered to the troops, in connection 
with, or having reference to their subsistence and support.

The committee are of opinion, that one’ 
ofthe b cenfives th hostility among that tribe of Indians, was‘to procure the means of subsistence. 
Their condition was one of extreme suffering and distress. Without the hope of relief, the greater 
portion of the tribe must have been precipitated intoa state of insurrection. ` 

© This hope was presented by his Excellency, and embraced by a large portion of the Indians, 
nearest fhe most settled portions of the State of Alahama. 

The committee feel bound to recommend the payment of ail the demands that have grown out 
of his Excellency’s directions on this snbject ; and with that view have reported a bill.

In offering this protest, the undersigned take occasion to say, that it is not their intention to reflect upon the 
course ofthe majority, or to call in question, the motives and intentions of any member, in justification of their 
course—that they were by no means ppposéd to obtaining the infurmation sought by the resolution, but belieyyf 
that this House had not the power in the mode adopted. The majority have their mght to make the call, as we np. 
derstand, upon the 2d section ofan act of the General Assembly, entitied an actto amend the eharter of the Bank 
of the State of Alabama, and the sc vers] Branch Banks-therecf, approved the loth of January, 1835, [See pamp- 
let acts, page 17,] which is in the following words :—* ‘Tharit shal) be the duty of the President of the Rank af the 
State of Alabama, and the Presidents of the Branch Banks thereof, to answer any and every call made on them 
tur infarmetion, by either branch of the Legislature, any law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding.” i 

It is considered by the majonty, that unless the section above quoted confers the power claimed, thxt it docs not 
exist. We waive the question of the propriety of calling for the accounts of the members of the Senate, without 
their knowledge or consent, and without affording them an opportunity of giving it, and preeeed to show that ths 
T{ouse has not the power under the law abase quoted; and we are pleased to see the majority put tLe question on its 
trne ground, making no distine2.n whatever between the accounts of the members of the General Assembly and o- 
ther private individuals : Then has tis ifouse the power to call for an exhibition of the acconnts of private indivi- 
duals with the Bank or its branches, unjese there has beel -rmme amputed violation of the charter, mismanagement

but the power to impeach is not theirs: That power is exclusively and specifically 
delegated to the House of Representatives. The constitution recognizes no authority 
in any of its constituted authorities, either of the Senate or House of Representatives 
in their legislative character to censure the Piesident—unless in the progress of im- 
pea¢hment; nor does the constitution know any middle ground of action to justify 
the Senate to record a resolution of censure of the President in their journals. In res

lying waste and uncultivated in the vast forest of the West, of which more 
than one hundred millions of acres have been surveyed by the government, 
and yetremain unsold. T hen five hundred thousand gitizens are too poor 
to compete with the rich, well organised, enrolled companies of land pur- 
chasers, who attend all the public land sales, and from their overgrown 
capitals purchase all the valuable lands, leaving {nothing but the harren 
lands for those who are poor, which gives no hope for a better condition to 
this large mass of your citizens, and all this without adding to the public 
revenue; as but little of your lands sell for more than the minimum price. 
Moreover an enhanced price of the public lands is not necessary for public 
revenue, as the government tredsury isalready full to overflowing, and the 
government without a cent of Sabie debt hanging oper ðt. Your memo- 
rialists, therefore, pray that Congress would pass a law authorising any 
citizen of the United States to enter upon any quarter section of any of the 
public lands that have been surveyed, and upon applying to the register of 
the land district in which the same may lie, and paying the ‘government.

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Unless, therefore, some other provision cf the constitutionupon the same subject and subsequent 
in time, docs so conflict with this that both caunot stand as parts of the constitution, each county 
must be allowed at least one representative. ‘I'he general rule of construction is, that the whole 
instrument shall be taken together and operation given to every part of it, if practicable. This 
leads us to inquire whether any other provision ef the constitution, previous or subsequent, does 
‘so contravene the proviso to the ninth section of the third article, as to render one or the other 
inoperative. Š 

The sixteenth section of the sixth article contains the following provision; “Ni new county shall 
be established by the General Assembly which shall redace the eounty or counties, or cither s 
them from which it shall be taken, toa less content than sine hundred square miles; nor shall any 
county be laid off of less contents. Every new county as to the right of suffrage and representa- 
tion shall be considered as a part of the county or counties from which it was taken until entitled 
by numbers to the right of separate representation.” ‘This provision dues notin the opinion of 
the committee, couffict in the slightest degree with the proviso to: the ninth section; both are 
necessary regulations and may stand well together. ‘Fhe niuth section of the third article, esta- 
blishes the perm-went rule of representation. The sixth articte coutsins general provisions which 
did not, in the opinion of the eoavention, properly ard appropriately beloug to any one of the great 
departments of the government. The sixteenth section of this article, is therefore to be regarded 
as a generat provision regulating the size of counties, and the temporary right of suffrage and 
representation in new counties, until they shall be entitled to separate represcutation. 

The object of the first was to secure to every county in the State, iu any event al least one 
representative; of the latter to regulate sufferages and representation in the new counties, antil 
the nextenumeration aud apportionment should be made. ‘This wil! be rendered more apparent. 
by adverting again totheninth section ofthe third article, ia which itis expressly declared, that 
the “apportionment when made, shall not be subject to alteration until after the next census shall 
be taken.” ‘bis provision rendered necessary the latter part of the sixteenth section of the, 
general provisions. As each county. was to be entitled to at least one representative, whatever 
inight be its population, and the enumeration and apportiowments were to be made periodically, 
and the apportioument when made was not to be subject to alteration until after the next census 
siould be taken, it became absolutely heeessary to provide in the constitution for the right of 
suffrage and representation in new counties, which it was known would be created between 
those periods Does the latter part of the sixteenth section, before referred to, do any thing 
more than provide for that case? 

itis believed that the whole difiiculty has originated from the construction given to the words until 
entitled by numbers tothe right of separate representation. Aie the words “by numbers” appli- 
cable to the case intended to be provided for? A new county may be, aad mest generally is, 
entitled to separate representation by numbers, and some of them to more than one represent- 


ative. It must be admitted then that the words by pumbers, are uppropriate in all cases where - 


the new county would be entitled to representation by the law of apportionment made after the 
next census; and it cuuld not be regarded as a strained construction, to say that the counties 
having less population tban tbat fixed as the ratio of representation,!wuald still be entitled tè 
representation by numbers. If the ivhabitants be equal to, or greater than the ratio fixed by 
law, then the county takes its representation in virtus of the law ofapportionment, and of cours¢ 
by numbers; if the number be less than that required for one representative, it then takes ong 
representative under the proviso tu the ninth section of the third article, because the number i 
Jess than that fixed by the apportionment, and therefore it is by numbers that it becomes entitled 
to separate representation in either case. | 

But there is another view of this subject entitled to much weight. Is the latter clause of the 

sixteenth section of tbe sixth article, a restriction upon the rights and liberties of the citizen? 
Aud can itbe so, construed as to destroy an express right previously granted, and that too the 
right of separate representation! ‘When anew county is created the political rights of its cit 
zens, as to representation and suffrage, would be entirely suspended until the next census and 
apportionment, if it were not for the provision in the sixteenth section of the sixth article, au- 
thorising them to vote in the county from which they were taken. ‘[hat provision, therefore, sò 
‘far from being a restriction upon the rights of the citizens, is an enabling clause, and designed to 
protect and preserve the right of suffrage and representation. The apparent repugnance, tf any, 
ought therefore to be entirely disregarded and the provisions of the constitution carried into 
effect, according to the plain and obvious intention of its framers, sc as to give to each county at 
least one representative. ‘ ; 

Tbe sixteenth section of the sixth article of the constitution, is the only part of it which ap- 
pears to conflict with the proviso to the ninth section of thy third article. And ifany repugnante 
dues exist between these two sections, it results entirely. from the use of the words, “by num- 
bers,” employed in the former merely to limit and fix tba time at which new counties should be 
entitled to separate representation. Suppose, however, the construction given to those words in 
a previous part of this report, should be rejected as inapplicable to the case of a new county not 
having sufficient population to entitle it to separate representation by the next law of apportion- 
ment, would that produce such a repugnance between the two provisions, as to render it neces: 
gary to reject either? When the citizens of a new county have been’ provided with the righto 
suffrage and representation, until the next apportionment is made, the last clause of the sixteent 
section of the sixth article, is fully satisfied, and has tiwall intents and purposes performed ils 
office, and the words “by numbers,” have nothing farther to act upon. —~ = , 

How then can this temporary provision not designed to fix the number of representatives 
nor to establish any. provision on that subject, control the ninth section of the third article, 
which was made fur that express purpose? To give that construction would be to establish 
new rule, and to allow provisions of the constitution upon different subjects to control each other, 
aud the minor to control the major proposition. - 

Mach more might be said in favor of the construction here contended for, but the committee 
deem it unnecessary to extend the argument further. Believing the constitution to be sufficient 
plain and considering it bad policy to resort to amendments for the purpose of freeing it frot 
supposed ambiguittes, the rejection of the resolutionsis respectfully recommended.

Aware of the deep and intense feeling that pervades the whole of our republic uronthe impor- 
tant_and delicate subjects new under consideration, your committee feel justified in presenting 
the views which bave led them to the conclusions at which they arrive. 

A-few years only have elapsad since all Mexico was similarly situated with the present repubhec 
of Texas. Beforeand at the time of her saccessful resistance to Spanish tyranny, she bore the 
same relation to old Spain that Texas bore and now bears to the pseudo republic of the Mexican 
States, governmetai oppression. that faithful source of righteous rebellion when it becomes insup- 
‘portable, deprived Spain ofher continental American colonies, and has or will deprive mexico of 
one or more of the States of her former conferacy.. The mexican constitution of 1824, solemnly 
adopted and ratified by the general and special authority of the whole country, established in 
word at least a federal republic of States, very much in every respect except one, Hke our own. 
The term of service of the first Presidenthad not-rotied round before party feude and discussions 

- sprung up and raged with such violence, that at the period of the second presidential election a 
wilitary chieftain interposed his anthority, pronounced the election of Pedraza, who obtained a 
majority of the votes notto be an expression of the peoples will, and proclaimed his competitcr 
General Guerrero, president of the confederacy. A severe struggle ensued for some montis, but 
the chiefiain, who was no other but the notorious Santa Anna, finally succeeded, andin a short 
ame after, through his great igfluence conferred upon his favorite, dictatorial powers. This cir- 

~fim-tince aroused every friend of liberty, a tremenduous struggle ensued, in which they were

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successful for atime, but it was only for a time. The ereater of presidents. the conferer of su- 
preme power upon others, the self denominated Bonaparte ofthe new world, came forward ane 
raingled{formost in the strife, for honors, for office nnd for power. [Nor was he unsuccessful, an a 
doring people, and consequently a subservient Congress, gave into his own hands the entire reins 
of government, thua the baneful influenceofpartizan warfare for power only, maladministratjon of 
those in authority and dsurpations, dictatorial powers by the President, andpiinally a cons: lidation’ 
of the States into one vast empire under General Santa Anna, dissolved the distinctive character 
of the union, abrogated the federal constitution, swallowed up the Seperate rights of the several 
States, athong them Cohuila and Texas, and established upon the ruins of all that was lovely and 
desirable in their institutions, an odious despotism as reckless of civil liberty and the natural rights 
of man'as$any other that has existed in ancient or modern times. | 
To arrest-ang prevent if possible the direfal consequences of the nbove mentioned state of things 
the first revolutionary movements were put on foot in Texas. Indeed revolution had already 
commenced in the capital, and in other States of mexico, before Texas made any important move- 
ments, and when she did net, ber primary effort was fo preserve the constitution of 1824, and 
thereby the Union and her sepernte tights, She soon however learned that that constitution bad 
been repudiated by the imperial President, that centralism had béen decreed, aud that the sepe- 
rate states were to be brought within the pale ofone grand empire. ‘Texas then had placed before 
her the dreadful alternative, either to submit to become the servile portion ofa tyraats domimons, 
orto dare to strike ugainst fearful odds, for independence and civil liberty. Need we ask, on 
American soil, which should she have done?

been disappointed. Itis true, her first efforts met with various issues, in the conflicts of which 
many of her bravest citizens, fell glorious martyrs in the cause of liberty; but as the blood of the 
martys is Ihe seed of the church, so the blood of rebela against tyranny and intolerable oppress- 
ton, ascends like holy incense from the sacred alter, aud secures the continuance aud benilicence 
of Heaven itself in the righteous cause. ‘The sad tidings of Texian defeat nt Bexar, and of the

globe. Since that glorious victory and the consequent expulsion of the mexican troops from the 
exian territory, which took place in April Jast, the country has been quiet andtranqnit, Previ- 
ous to that period, Texas had finally dissolved all connexion with the central government; had 
declared herself sovereign and independent; had formed a constituticn and establisbed a provis- 
ional government. She has vow, in a republican and regular way, by the suffrages of her citizens, 
ratified the constitution, elected a President and other Ofiicers, and represented herself ju a Con 
gress, which is engaged earnestly and harmomiously in the creation of all the legal machinery, 
ecmed necessary for the security of civil liberty at home, and peaceful relations abroad) She 
has the violator of the constitution, the usurper of her rights and hberties, gud the assassin of her 
citizens in confinement and completely in her power, She has an army, which volunteers are 
daily inereasing, sufficient, judging from the past, to expel any mexican force, which ‘is likely to 
invade her borders. W ealthy and munificient friends are supplying het Treasury, besides 
which, her own resources independe:st of taxatiun, are very considerable She has sent ber first 
Minister to the court of our country, the avowed enemy of tyranny in every form, and the friend 
of free institutionsin every clime, to afford us the honor, saying nothing of the pleasure, of being 
the first government on earth to acknowledge ber independence} and to cheer her on. in her glori- 
ous struggle for constitutional liberty. Shall we not do so? Shall we turn a deaf ear and ap un- 
fecling heart to the application? Shall we refuse our sympathy merely in the dark. hour of neces- 
sity? Shall we, asa nation, deny unto 'l'exar, what, under less! favorable circumstances, during 
our own struggle for independence, we sought and obtained from crowned heads in Europe? | Our 
answer, asa part of this great Republic, must now be given: We hold it useless to quote inter- 
national law to justify our purposes.

Thatisa delicate subject of diplomacy, 
which we consider should be left for the present at least, to the prudence, judgment and sound dis 
cretion of our national authorities.
